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1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/7/2006 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Yao does not teach or suggest that the voltages Va and Vw are provided to a charging circuit. 
The examiner would like to note that Yao is cited to teach the provision of an auxiliary charging voltage. Please further note that 
Yao teaches a charging circuit (See figure 4, elements 4a and 6a) 

Applicant argues that there is no suggestion in the prior art to remove Nagai's capacitor and that there is no suggestion to couple 
different DC voltages to the source nodes of 22a and 22b. Applicants maintain that applying an unbalanced set of voltages to Nagai's 
elements 22a and 22b will have unpredictable consequences, and will likely result in a non-operative display, or at best, a highly distorted 
display with substantial switching inefficiencies and high EMI emissions. 

The state of existence of the capacitor 21 of Nagai is arbitrary since the presence or removal will not affect the combination. 
Through the modification, the capacitor C4 and voltage points Va and Vw of Yao share a common node. Even if element 21 of Nagai is 
not removed, each of the capacitors would charge to the same voltage, doubling the capacitance of the combination which is equivalent to 
one capacitor chosen to have a capacitance equivalent to two capacitors connected in parallel. 

As stated in the previous office action, the examiner does not see any reason that precludes the combining of Nagai and Yao that 
would result in the combination being rendered inoperable. 

Furthermore, the examiner admits that using the exact values of half the input voltage or three times the value of Va is not proper 
when the references are combined. However, the modified circuit achieves a different set of voltage values that are selected to properly 
render the device functional. 

2. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that 
obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there 
is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to 
one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 
USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the modification by Yao, to have a charging current circuit to receive an auxiliary charging 
voltage so as to provide charging current, is for the advantage of generating a steady and smooth direct current voltage. The ability to 
achieve a smooth ramp from white to dark black, reduces the posterized effect and reduces quantization errors and the abrupt changes in 
luminance that they create, such as false contours. 
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
